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Continuation of 13. Other: The Affidavits filed 1/16/09 and 3/16/09 have been considered and the Examiner respectfully agrees that the 
Exhibits with regards to claim 10 teaches element 1) patient histories in a global database are coupled to the Internet by a server. However, 
the declarations, in particular, Samir Tahan's and the exhibits only address a portions of element 2) such as the predetermined patient 
history is wirelessly accessed over Internet from a wireless terminal at the remote site. There is no mention in the declarations or exhibits of 
"patient information being wirelessly uploaded from the remote site to a global database". Therefore, the declarations and exhibits do not 
sufficiently overcome the prior art dated February 22, 2000 and Final Rejection dated 3/30/09 is maintained. 
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
